White Plague Nature Is With Us 


By DR. WALKER VEOZ1E, New York University. 


Tuberculosis is decreasing at an accelerated rate. Its frequency has 


dropped nearly 60 per cent since 1865. This decline undoubtedly is due 
in part to the growing pre\alcnce of cleaner habits, better food and the 
cult of the open window ; the adverse food and living conditions, incident 
upon the World war, set back the improvement rainy years m Europe, 
especially in Austria. 


Another factor, however, in the disappearance of the disease has been 


nhowu to be the fact that resistance to it is what the biologists call a domi- 
nant hereditary trait. A dominant hereditary trait is a characteristic trans- 
mitted from parent to offspring, which tends to assert itself in the off- 
spring over a contrary characteristic whenever the two are present together. 
Resistance to tuberculosis i.* an hereditary trait and also dominant, for 
more children of marriages between resistant and nou-resistaut parents 
wiJl be proof agaiust tuberculosis than will be susceptible to the disease. 


These results give occasion for opitimism in respect to the ultimate 


outcome of our international campaign against the white plague, as we 
•re assured that nature is allied with and not against us in the struggle.

each then are made, providing 


for the upkeep of burial lots of them- 
selves and their parents, to be follow- 
ed by the part of the will which is 
evidently the cause of the question be- 
fore the court. "After our deaths the 
one half goes to my brothers and sis- 
ters and their heirs anil the other half 
goes to' her brothers and sisters or 
their heirs." Mrs. Rhodes, as the sur,- 
vivor, now believes that the right to 
all of the personal property should 
become vested absolutely in her and 
asks the court to so rule.

Working entirely alone, boys 
and girls in many instances, the judges 
reported, had to start with nothing 
but dump heaps, rough, weed-covered 
plots and the like. But hoes, rakes 
and spades, coupled with a generous 
amount of energy and above all a de- 
sire to win one of the eleven prizes, 
brought results, which were remarka- 
ble, 
according to tin; judges. 


In making the awards, it wasn't 


alone the neatness of the. yards that 
counted, hut the 
condition of the 


yard at the start was' taken into con- 
sideration as well and the progress 
that was made had a great deal to do 
with {he award. Gardens were a part 
of the required work. 


"There must be some real valu« 


in yard beautification, or large con- 
cerns wouldn't spend 
thousands of 


dollars in it every year." said Mr. 
Collingwood in presenting the prizes 
"In fact; I am told it does pay real 
interest, on the investment in better 
satisfied employees who like attractive 
environments in which to work."

AVith our increasing specialization in occupation, our high illumina- 
tion in cities and our mechanical devices, we a.re rapidly ])uilding up a 
condition which can only result in more criminals and insane unless we 
adopt some sane method of overcoming this tremendous strain which the 
eyes were never fitted to stand.
